Sen. McCarthy (R-Wis), investi­ 
gating the case, has sharply criti­ 
cized the Army and Wilson's com­ 
ment stirred the senator to make 
the surprising retort that “ no one 
has ever claimed that the Army as 
such is coddling Communists.” 
But, McCarthy 
insisted, 
test!- ^ 
mony had established that “ certain 
individuals in the Army have been 
protecting, promoting, covering up 
and honorably discharging known 
Communists.” The senator said he 
^ ’as sure the secretary “ will 
not 
disagree with that.” 
Because M cCarthy’s was the fi­ 
nal statement of the day, there 
was no immediate i n d i c a t i o n 
whether Wilson agreed.

Being Produced 


MINNEAPOLIS UP—A new type 
“floated’^ gyroscope, capable of 
such minute jobs as measuring 
off the width of a city block on 
the moon, is being mass produc­ 
ed by Minneapolis-Honeywell Co. 
The ultra-precision instrument, 
cylindrical 
and 
weighing 
less 
than three pounds, is claimed by 
company 
engineers 
to be 
the 
most sensitive 
airborne 
imple­ 
ment ever devised. 
Officially called the Hermetic 
Integrating Gyro (HIG), the de­ 
vice is capable of detecting mo­ 
tion 3,000 times slower than the 
movement of the hour hand on a 
watch. 
It was designed for the Air 
Force for use in automatic flight 
control system s for 
supersonic 
and pilotless aircraft, 
and 
for 


Police Declare

Work on the Gyro was started 
five years ago after initial de­ 
signs were laid out at the Massa­ 
chusetts Institute of Technology 
under direction of Dr. C. S. Dra- 
per. More than 10,000 HIGs have 
been produced so far. 
A spokesman said "fantastic” 
was the only way to describe the 
small gyro’s capabilities. For ex­ 
ample: 
If a man walked around a cir­ 
cle so slowly as to take him five 
years to complete his 
journey, 
the gyro could record the mo­ 
tion. If he suddenly speeded up 
to complete the circle in a sec­ 
ond, the gyro could measure and 
control that rate of speed also.

read

newspaper 
held up in New York, the instru­ 
ment could detect the angle of 
change of his eyes as they trav­ 
eled from the first column to the 
eighth.

MOSCOW UP — Foreign Minister 
V. M. Molotov said today results 
of the Berlin conference can be 
jueasured only by what happens 
T hen the Big Four meet April 26 
with Communist China and other 
nations at Geneva to discuss peace 
in Asia. 
In a 7,500-word report 
on 
the 
Berlin talks, which ended 15 days 
ago, 
Molotov 
reiterated 
Soviet 
charges that Western defense prep­ 
arations point to 
a 
third 
world 
war. He blamed the United States, 
Britain and France for East-West 
disagreem ents. 
The statement criticized U. 
S. 
Secretary of State Dulles for m ak­ 
ing speeches about the conference 
“ representing himself as a zealous 
champion of the freedom of peo­ 
ples and the champion of free elec­ 
tions.” 
Ile said the Berlin conference 
was worthwhile because it aired 
various world questions and clear­ 
ed the road to the Geneva parley— 
rf of definite 
international 
signifi­ 
cance”—on Korea and Indochina. 
Chances of settling the 
seven- 
year-old Indochina w ar at Geneva, 
he said, depend on “ the position 
of the French 
government 
and 
also on the position of the U.S.A., 
which is 
increasingly 
interfering 
in the affairs of Indochina.” 
“ The main thing, however,” he 
added, “ will depend on recognition 
by all the conference participants 
the need to settle the question 
oi peace there, not through contin­ 
uing a hopeless

ciples of freedom and the national 
independence of the peoples.”

Alter Raid 


Craft Used To Airlift 
Materials For Battle 
In Indochinese Area 


HANOI. Indochina UP) — French 
Army 
headquarters 
announced 
Communist - led Vietminh 
com­ 
mandos raided Hanoi’s big civil 
airport, five miles away at Gialam, 
and blew up an undisclosed num ­ 
ber of airplanes yesterday. 
The exact losses were not dis­ 
closed. But army spokesmen said 
“ several planes” had either been 
destroyed or partially 
wrecked 
in explosions. 
French censorship of dispatches 
from Indochina has grown increas­ 
ingly strict in recent months. 
The Vietminh raiders attacked at 
about 2:30 a. rn., going from plane 
to plane on the main airport run­ 
ways and placing high explosives 
in plastic containers under the en­ 
gines. 
The airports guard opened fire 
on the raiders as big explosions 
started. The blasts could be heard 
; clearly in Hanoi, across the Red 
River. 
One Vietminh was killed.

A LATER dispatch 
said 
more 
than 200 suspects had been round­ 
ed up following the raid. 
Hanoi was in a state of alert for 
three hours. 
Most of the aircraft at Gialam 
belonged to private companies and 
were used in t r r v sorting men and 
war materiel to the tug French 
Uhion fortress of Dien Bien Phu, 
in northwest Indochina. The Viet­ 
minh objective obviously was to 
destroy as many as possible of the 
planes being used for this im por­ 
tant airlift. 
There was no announcement of 
any casualties among French and 
Vietnamese personnel.

French Union troops had made 
another heavy artillery and tank 
attack on Vietminh hill positions 
encircling their northwest Indo­ 
china fortress of Dien Bien Phu.

NEW CONTROVERSY 
A STORM OF controversy has been 
aroused by a report of the Educational Pol­ 
icies Commission, working under the spon­ 
sorship of the American Association of 
School Administrators and the National 
Education Association, which brands high 
school athletes as educationally unsound 
and undesirable. Such athletic programs, 
the commission held, should be planned to 
benefit all pupils instead of just a few. 
It advocates elimination of highly organ­ 
ized league competition, tournaments and 
state championship contests, with games to 
be played only on public or school proper­ 
ty and a ban on inter-city travel. 
Pupils 
suffer mental and emotional 
damage when there is over emphasis on a 
winning team, teachers often are forced to 
pamper the star athlete, and the coach for­ 
gets good sportsmanship, the commission 
found. 
A minority on the commission did not go 
along with the findings. Emphasis on win­ 
ning should be continued, said one dissent­ 
er, declaring free enterprise has been built 
on the doctrine of success. An Indiana 
spokesman says the Middle West will not 
accept the report. 
In fact, it is difficult to foresee wide ac­ 
ceptance of the report unless more gener­ 
al opposition to inter-school contests devel­ 
ops. 


FROZEN FOOD SAGA 
ENTHUSIASTS in the frozen food indus­ 
try attending the convention of the Nation­ 
al Wholesale Frozen Food distributors As­ 
sociation in New York profess confidence 
that in time 25 per cent of the nation’s 
food supply will be purchased by house­ 
wives from cold lockers. 
It is estimated 243,000 retail stores now 
are equipped with cold cabinets for display 
of frozen foods, which currently account 
for five per cent of sales. 
As an example of the gains made in re­ 
cent years rn the comparatively new froz­ 
en food industry, the 86,000,000-box crop of 
Florida oranges is cited. Six years 6 g o 
three per cent would have been absorbed 
by the frozen food industry. This year the 
figure is 54 per cent. 
Economies effected by the industry as 
frozen food volume increases are g i v e n 
credit for at least part of the increased 
sales. One West Coast packer estimates 
lighter weight and simpler construction of 
packing for frozen foods results in a sav­ 
ing of two cents from costs of canned foods. 
Cost figures presented to the convention 
indicated ail processed foods rose 9.7 per 
cent in price between 1950 and 1954. But 
prices of frozen vegetables declined 18 per 
cent and of frozen fruits and juices 12.1 
per cent.

of experts on Russia, which draws fine I 
lines of distinction between the Kremlin 
and the millions over whom it rules. He a1- i 
most treats the Kremlin as though it were 
the seat of an alien, conquering host. The 
Russians, while often admirable and al­ 
ways fascinating as 
individuals, 
have 
shown little c a p a c ity for freedom through-1 
out their history. Conquered by aliens and 
ruled bvtthem for a thousand years, their 
society has accustomed itself to autocracy, j 
After a few months of freedom to the 
point of anarchy in the Kerensky period, 
the Russians returned to the absolutism 
to which they are accustomed in a new and 
worse guise under Lenin and Trotsky, and 
after them Stalin and Malenkov. There has 
never been a democratic revolution, such 
as Western peoples have witnessed, in the 
whole of Russian history. 
Eugene Lyons, once the United Press 
correspondent in Russia, then for m a n y 
years the editor of “The American Mer­ 
cury,” is now a senior editor of “The 
Reader’s Digest.” In the late 1930’s, his 
book “Assignment in Utopia became a 
best-seller and an eye-opener for t h o u ­ 
sands of Americans hypnotized by their 
illusions about the “great experiment* in 
the USSR. His “Red Decade” is a most 
important contribution to the s t u d y of 
Communism. Therefore, when L y o n s 
writes on Russia, he must be taken serious­ 
ly even if one disagrees with his present 
position 
that 
the forces 
of 
revolution 
against the Kremlin are readying t h e m- 
selves inside Russia. 
His thesis is that the overwhelming mass 
of Soviet citizens has never accepted the 
Red dictatorship. Despite nearly 40 years 
of propaganda and terror, despite the fact 
I that a new generation has grown up, he 
argues that the regime has failed to win 
the loyalties of its subjects. What has 
been going on in Soviet Russia since 1917, 
Lyons says, is “a permanent civil w ar— 
in the first years open and military, since 
I then largely concealed and political b u t 
even bloodier. 
Once you grasp this fact, much about the 
Soviet scene that seems baffling begins to 
make sense. The many millions who have 
perished in the struggle against the re­ 
gime, whether finished off in police dun­ 
geons and slave camps or starved in man­ 
made famine, are the casualties in t h a t 
war. The great hordes of inmates of pris­ 
ons and concentration camps are its pris- 
! oners of war. The perennial purges, t h e 
liquidation of this or that class of the pop- 
j ulation, the abolition of entire ‘republics’ 
and ‘autonomous regions’ are battles in 
the war. And the incessant t h u n d e r of 
propaganda is the psychological offense

Of Orange Juice 
Homemakers frequently ask Sue 
Christian how prices of frozen or­ 
ange concentrate compare w i t h 
fresh orange juice prices. The Ohio 
State University nutritionist says 
that, since frozen, fresh and canned 
orange juice contain a b o u t the 
same amounts of vitamin C, home­ 
m a k e rs need lo figure cost per 
serving to answer that question. 
Seasonal price changes make it im­ 
possible to quote one figure saying 
one kind of juice is more or less 
expensive than another. 
To compare prices. Miss Chris­ 
tian suggests measuring the juice 
from a half dozen oranges, and the 
amount of juice a can of frozen 
concentrate makes. Then figure the 
number of 4-ounce servings each 
Avill make. A half measuring cup is 
4 carices. By dividing the number 
of servings from each kind of juice 
into the cost of each, homemakers 
can find the cost per serving. 
9 Homemakers can use the same 
method to compare prices of dif­ 
ferent sizes and grades of f r e s h 
oranges, the specialist adds.

ago Stalin died, old and stubborn, j 
Tht 
men he had trained to sue-1 
cecd him took o \er Russia. Any 
real change in that year? None. 
The 
tactics 
are 
different. 
The 
aim ’s the same. 
Stalin had become too obviously 
brutish anc inflexible. The new 
leaders 
are 
smoother. 
They've 
spent a year trying to undo, from 
the 
Russian 
view, 
the 
mischief 
Stalin caused. They’ve been pretty 
successful at it 
His mischief was not only in 
alarming the West into rearm ing 
by lotting the Korean War start 
but then being incapable of doing 
anything to discourage the re a rm ­ 
ing. 
The 
last 
thing 
the 
Russians 
wanted was a single West Euro­ 
pean army, called the European 
Defense Community, which would 
include 
rearm ed 
Germans 
and 
French. Stalin’s tactics set EDC 
in motion. 
As soon as he was out of the 
way his successors shifted tactics. 
They talked soft, expressed pious 
intentions, 
let 
the 
Korean 
War 
.subside in an armistice. 
Since many French didn't want 
Germans 
to rearm , 
even 
in 
a 
single arm y with them, the new 
Russian attitude gave them more 
excuse for delay in joining EDC. 
They still haven t acted to join. 
Without the French, there can be 
no EDC. 
The new Kremlin men. headed 
by Malenkov and Molotov, have 
hi c 
some 
family trouble. 
They 
knocked off Lavrenty Beria. secret 
police chief, who was their No. 2 
man under Malenkov after Stalin’s 
death. 
They've 
had 
internal 
purges. 
They've had some public setbacks, 
as in the June riots of the East 
G erm ans behind the Iron Curtain. 
They’ve promised the Soviet peo­ 
ple more good things of life, prob­ 
ably to keep them quiet. 
But they’ve had successes, be­ 
sides helping delay EDC. They’ve 
had a hydrogen explosion which 
served at least one good purpose 
over 
here: 
it 
shook 
American 
planners out of any complacency 
about a long head start on Rus­ 
sians in making hydrogen bombs. 
The Kremlin men seem to have 
turned a corner, at least for a 
tim e: instead of building up one 
individual 
as 
Lenin 
and 
Stalin 
were, they’re putting more em pha-1 
sis on the top Kremlin group. 
So far the West hasn't been 
able to retrieve from behind the 
curtain a single inch of Commu­ 
nist real estate although refugees 
from c o m m u n i s m still pour 
through 
Although neither the West nor 
Russia has yielded anything, the 
two sides in the past year have 
talked with each other, which may j 
seem like some improvement over 
Stalin's last days, and will talk 
some more.

United 
States 
and 
Russia 
have 
had some talks in this country 
about President Eisenhower’s plan 
for pooling some atomic material 
for peaceful purposes. 
And the Western 
nations will

Harrison Township was estab­ 
lished June 15. 1810, and was pre­ 
viously included in the townships 
of Madison and Walnut. 
The first m arriage recorded was 
that of Rewin and Salome Clutter. 
The first tracts of 
land 
settled 
I were on the Walnut Plains in the 
I vicinity of South Bloomfield. A grist 
mill was built by Simon Deadly in 
I 1803. In 1804. Jam es Short built a 
distillery near Soutn Bloomfield, 
and in 1812 William Stage built one 
near Ashville. 
The first church 
in 
Harrison 
Towns' in was organized in 1814 
by the Rev. 
V. illiam 
Jones, 
a 
Presbyterian m i n i s t e r , and 
James Short furnished the ground 
for burial purposes. 
In 1850, William Millar added 
two acres, and in later years the 
cemetery was still further enlarged 
and is now under the control 
of 
trustees. 
The first store in the township 
was probably established in 1801. 
The land on which Ashville is 
located was the property of Rich­ 
ard Stage. Very little 
business 
was done there until 1874 when, 
with the building 
f the Norfolk 
and Western Railroad, it took a 
new lease on life and is now the 
largest village in the county. It 
was incorporated in 1880. 
South Bloomfield spans a period 
of more than IOO years, the town 
having been laid out in 1803 
by 
David Denny. The village was in­ 
corporated in 1833, and its f i r s t 
clerk was Henry N. Hedges Jr. The 
first store was opened in 1804 by 
j Hugh Creighton. 
Millport is 
a small 
settlement 
I that saw its best days when 
the 
| Ohio canal flourished. The t o w n 
was laid out in lots in 1837 by Rich­ 
ard Stage, but as early as 1810

Duvall is a small settlement on 
the Norfolk and Western Railroad,
